And what did theyzappeare in ſeuerall 
diſguiſed formes, and their corrupt hearts taught 
their tongues to vent forth blaſphemy, and notori- 
abuſes : For as you read how Jeremy was taken by 
his enemies , and brought before the Princes and” 
Priefts for weakning the hands of the men of warre, 
and daunted their hearrs that wiſhed well to 'the 
peace of Zion: So played theſe impoſturing ſpirirs, 
charming all men wich (uch ſubtilties. What? the 
houſe Asſtris to be checked , and the Emperour of 
Germany to be affronted with petty rebels ? belecue 
itnot it is impoſſible, take heed, how you aduen- 
ture in ſuch a buſineſſe ; you ſee how hee preuailes, 
and no forces can reſiſt him. Vhat? the Arch- 
Dutches to be mated with ſuch inferiors, traytors, 
rebells, and mechanicke vpftarts?Neuer ſpeake it for 
ſhame : For at this infant they are no lefſe then foure 
mighty armies, 60000 men ready to deuoure theſe 
one night Muſhrumps, and ſetting vpon their terri. 
tories in foure places at once , make a fatal! ruine of 
all their fottunes and hopes in a moment. 

What?Spezne tobe threatned with warre, and in- 
eruſions of hoftilliry > Who is able to couer the 
Viens, as Xerxes once did the Helfeſpont , with a

Oh let vs then giue thankes vnto God, and con- 
tefic his mercy is beyond our apprehenſion, and his 
benefits are an Oceam. in compariſon of our duty, 
ſtandiag pool: of deſcruing.

ſhall rayſe a heape of ſtones like an Alter, ro-put the 
pecople1n feare of Ldolatry , they arc ready to arme

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God : So then if Papiſtry ſhall be ſuppreſſed, the 
Priefl and leſuites baniſhed, and our enemies, borh 
Forraine and Domeſticke oucr-reached : ler God 
haue the glory, the Prince the honor, the Parlia- 
ment the commendation , the people the comfore, 
the Country the benefit, and cuery true hearted 
Chriſtian ſing vo pean,and Fpitbalameans to lchowah, 

Marke the difference berweene flouriſhing King« 
domes through the blefling of reformation , and 
aduiſc of gouernours, and the fearefull diſtra- 
Qion of Common-wealths,where irreligion and in- 
dire@t courſcsqougr-maiſter : VWhile the ambition of 
Athalia was predominant ouer her affe&tion , and 
driue her head-long to al voſcenity and tyranny ſhe 
eommitted idolatry,ſhe negleed the houſe of Cod, 
he defiled the Alter, ſhedeftroyed the ſeed-royal,ſhe 
viurped the Diadem, and difturbed the peace of 
eds and Jſrael: Bur when Tehoas was miraculouſly 

clerued and inſtrufted by Tehoiads : Athalis is 
flaine : Je:oaſþ doth that which is right in fight of 
God, the Prieſts repaire the Temple, rhe Alters 
arc cleanſed , the Common-wealth reformed, and 
thewhole Country reſetled in order ; and was not 
thisa great altcration ? 

In the ſtory of Mansſſes, and Ammon his ſorne, 
you ſhall theſe imputations of wickedneſke 
caſt vpon them by the Holy Ghot: Hee did that 
which was cuill inthe Gght of the Lord , heeliued 
after the abhominations ofthe Heathen, hee reared 

Alters for Ba/, he offred incenft ro the Hoſt of

ing in the Temple, and continually reioyceth in 
the conuerfation of Gods ſeruants, and maketh the 
Church the ſanuary of his ſouke, in a word,is ru- 
lex by the direRory of Gods werd,and neither dare 
abuſc the Maieſly of Prinecs by inter-iefting a ica- 
louſie and ſuſpition betweene the Prince and the 
lubie&, nor rugne away with the deceit of his owne 
heart, in preſuming to be more holy then his bre- 
thren, or preiudging others cither maliciouſly , or 
fooliſhly: And is not this a great altcration> And 
is not this cauſe enough to compell vs to thanke 
God, and — his mercy and kindneſle,

wealth , and not onely with Nehemiah , abfidged

yee Priefts and Iefuites, packe hence for your lives; 
and let me norheare any further of. your-daring im- 
poſtures, and you that will remaine Papiſts , and 
with the Adder ftoppe your cares , that charme the 
Charmer neuer fo cunningly, hee ſhall nor ile 
ro remoue you, take heede and bee warned. that 
you liue modeſtly in your wiltulneſſe, neither daring

Thus ſhall wee ſee the backes of our aduerfaries, 
and by Gods ſpecial! fauour and grace the baniſh- 
ment of Pricfts, and Icfuirs: But yee Maieſtrates of 
che Commorrwealth > let them not immitate the J/- 
raelites in this, to rob the Egyptians in their departure 
out of Eyypt ? Let them not exporte our treaſures, 
nor enrich other Countries with our ſpoyks : Let 
not your Ladies beſtow their iewels and ornaments 
vpon them : For though they could be contented to 
loue them with gratuities and preſents, yet muſt the 
Common-wealth reſerue ſome ſecrets of State, nor 
to be impoueriſhed by the lauiſh gifts of thoſe, that 
vnderſtand not the Miſtery of carying wealth out of 
the Land, or conſuming our filuer in trifles, let 
none of their houſes bee furniſhed with thoſe reme 
nants of gew-gawes, whercin the ancient idolaters 
excclled them in be decking their idols,I meane their 
meduies, crucifaxes, relickes of ſaints, the wood of 
the Croſle, the milke of our Lady, and a thouſand 
ſuch like trumperies fit for nothing but toyes to play 
with all, as Apes do with Nur-ſhells:For as you read 
how the children of 1/7ee! were tainted with the 
groſk ſupenſticion of Fygyps : ſo muſt needes the ten- 

hearts of women be captiuated with the 
reſeruation of theſe things : Let your Purſeuants and 
Officers a Gods name be the reſearchers of ſuſpeRed 
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laces, that the very children,which as yet,know no 
me, may be ſent to the Schooley of the children 
of the Prophets, and by that mcanes learne to liuc in 
the fearc of God, and dyzin his fauour : Letthe po- 
rent men be diſarmed a Gods name, not to giue 
them cauſe to thinke the better of themſclues, as if 
thry were to be feared, or reputed dangerous and 
polliticke : but as you take knives andorther hurtful 
things from madde men to prenent miſchiefe , that 
they neither endanger others , nor themſelues: Ina 
word, letall good orders be obſcrued, and afaſhien- 
able body of a religious Common-Wealth creed, 
that his Maicſtics perfon may bee ſecured, the 
Prince and his Siſter proteRed and pleaſed , the ho- 
neſt neighbours ſubrenated with care and dilligence, 
our owne Country flouriſhing with proſperity and 
confidence,the poore » the trades reftored, 
the City repayred, the Merchant countenanced, the 
fouldicrs choaned, the Clergy-man beloued, the 
well deſerued reuerenced, the weake ſupported, the 
obftinate ſinner puniſhed , the offender through 
frailty remitted, and all iuftifiable ations prathiſed 
tothe glory of God,and comfort of our own ſoules, 
Then if there be cauſe of warre , and fo ſuccefle 
fallen , Moſes and 1/+4el ſhall fing a ſong of Tri- © 15 
umph to the Lord ; and 24i7jam the Propheteſſe 
ſhall take a Tawwbrel/ in her hand, and all the women 
oe after her with Timbrels and Dances: Then if 
erebethe flouriſhes of peace, and that Salomon 
hath finiſhed che Temple of God, and his owne 
houſe, he will preſenc himſelfc before the Lord, and i Kags 312-9 
kneele to his prayers, ſpredding foorth his hands 
wward Heaucn: And then to conclude both in war 
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and peace ſhall confeſſe ro the Lord. What 
is man, that thou deft thinke vpon him, or the 
ſonne of man, that thou wile remember him 2 and 
fo prayſc the Lord in his Sanduary , and in the fir 
mament of his power:prayſc him in his mighty ads, 
and according to the excellency of his . — 

rayſe him for thinking vpon vs,cuen in this particu- 
bh of ſupprefiing Papiftry, and baniſhing the Prioſts 
and Icſuites, 

Iwill meddle with no matter of State, nor ad- 
uenture traducing for ſelfc loue , or aduiſing others 
more wiſer then my ſeHe , but keepe cloſe ro the 
Gore cf this one ſpeciall obſeruation: Let the ad- 
verfaries of religion ſay what they can to accuſc a 
Protcftant of one murther , whereas God and the 
Wotld knowes,, that not onely the turbulencies of 

e hauc heene blowne vp with piſh breath, 
and (ufflation of Confiſtorian Cardinals: but the 
fearefull flaughters of Princes haue beene audaci- 
ouſly proſccuted,eyther by Friers and Priefts, or ſuch 
inſtruments, whom the peſtilent Teſuites haue ſedu- 
ccd : whar ſtate then in the world (cſpecially our re- 
formed Churches, if there were no other cauſe then 
this affrighting , would endure then in the gouern- 
ment, and therefore now this muſt needes be a hap» 
pineſſe to Exg/and, thatat this inflant ſuch a mer 
floweth toward vs, as a Proclamation agai 
them. | |

that fiery triall in the dayes of Queene Mary, when 
the rages of Papiſts made them more turious, then a 
Beare robbed of her Whelpe:Vhat one Proteſtant 
ſlipped out of the circle of obedience, to put her in 
ſuſpition of her life, yea it is well knowne, that the 
Proteſtants of afolle aduanced her to the Crowne 
though they were the firſt that felt the effet of her 
ingratitude : In all the troubles of G ,and cx- 
ations vpon the free Cities , how ſecurely did the 
Emperors goe on concerning their owne perſons, 
and when did you read of a Pope (laine, but as they 

oned one another. I will name but one thing 
in the: Low-Countrics , and that is the pride and 
cruelty of the Duke of Als; fo that if cuer anex- 
cuſe might haue beene made for taking away a Ty- 
rants lite, itmight here in ſome aQtion or other haue 
recciued a i forme,and yet Alusliucd with- 
out touch, and praiſed all manner of wickedneſſe 
without controule : whereas on the contrary ſidein 
theſe Countries formerly mentioned, there hath bin 
2 1000 ſcuerall murthers committed vpon the bo- 
dies of publicke and priuate perſons, or at laſt pro- 
ſecuted with reſolution to be aRtuared vpon”aduan- 
tage by popiſh Prieſts, Icſuitcs, and their Official, 
and Miniſters: Is it not high time thento baniſh 
them our Common-wealth, or doe as we have done 
(and fo ix ſhall be go new maiter or deviſe of pur

niſhment) euen.hang them * Tyborne, or de- 
trude them inco the houſe of {laughter,where Juſtice 
is predominant, | 
Marke for Gods ſake, marke the ſecrets of good 
busbandry,he-that mcanes to till and manure a wod- 
dy ground, muſt leaue no ſtumps withia touch, leaſt 
he breake his plow in the labour, and ſec freſh ſcien- 
ces and ſprigs to ſprout vp to choake the core:

Epg/and doe with this brood of. Vipers, eyther pull 
out their ſtings,or chap thera in pecces : For ſo were 
the Pric(ts of Ba/ ſerued ar ſeuerall times, and in ſe- 
verall places by Gedeon, Tobn, Elias, Toſias, and 0- 
ther godly Prieſts and Princes : but ſeeing this good 
beginning of our gracious and iudicious King, in 
the quenching the ſmoake of' theſe fire-brands, 
which in time would eyther hauc blinded our eyes 
or put them cleanc vur, fiach cheered vu hicares 
wfed the balme of Gilead into our wounds, let 
im haue the glory of his owne handy-worke , and 
Emgland the joy, and ſo both he, England, and cuery 
erue Chriſtian retrjbute all poſſible thankes to the 
ancient of dayes, whoſe haires areas white as wooll, 
and cycs as a flame of fire; and to the voycs that 
commandeth vs out of Bby/on, leaſt we be deſtroy- 
edin her abhominations: For Babylon « fallen , is 
fallen, that groat City ;, bteauſe ſbe made all the nations 
Arinie of Ewe the wrathof ber Fornicatign, . 
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
